Staff Retrenchment 


Retrenchment of staffs — beyond 
what has already been accomplished 
in recent yenra has been considered, 
and while posts have not been 
abolished vacnneies which have oc- 
curred or are expected to occur will 
not be filled if it ia considered in any 
way possible to lenve them unfilled 
without undue loss of efliciency, The 
effect of thin however ean only. be 
seradual and could nat greatly affect 
the present Budget. 

Aa a result of all these economies 
the gnp between Revenne and Ex- 
penditure has been considerably re- 
duced but with the dollar rute taken 
at 1/sd, which oseema oa prudent 
figure, there will still bo a deficit, 
after allowing = for the ‘surplus 
balances as mentioned, of about $830,- 
000. ‘The exnct figures are Revenue 
$26,671,845 plus Surplus Balnnces 
(in excess of ten million dollars) 
$2,005,780=totul $28,767,034; Ex- 
pendituro $20,608,148. 

‘Such’ a position might, on a con- 
sideration merely of the Budget 
figures, reasonably xlve some cause 
for disquictude, Hut before we need 
resign ourselves to tho prospect of an 
unbalanced Budget. [ svould submit 
the following points. In the — first 
pince there is the exchange rate of 
the dollar, a perennially uncertain 
factor in the framing of successive 
Estimates. The total amount of ex- 
penditure which depends dircctly on 
the dollar exchange is, in the 
Eatimates now before you, £750,022, 
representing sterling snlarics, pas- 
sages, purchases from Crown Agents, 
pensions, ete. I give the flgure in 
sterling for the purpose of clarity. 


The figures which I have just given 
_ show that it was expected that it 
would be necessary to draw on our 
surplus balances to the extent of 
$1,970,462 during the: present yenr, 
and that we have revinod that flgure 
to $152,966, which will leave us with 
a surplus balance at the end of this 
ear of $12,095,789.

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A MARK-TIME 
BUDGET 

The Budget introduced in the 
Legislative Council yesterday 
eonforms largely to expecta- 
tions. Considering the. state of 
depression still persisting, the 
position disclosed is as food as 
might reasonably, have been 
hoped. No fresh taxation is 
contemplated; neither is there 
to be any remission of existing 
imposts, although some relief 
will be afforded by the conces- 
sion made in respect of water 
charges. .The decline in the 
Colony’s assessment has had 
the automatic effect of reducing 
the free allowance of water ; this, 
is now being offset. by making 
a reduction in the excess .con- 
sumption charge—a reduction 
the benefits of which, it is hoped, 
will be passed on by. the land- 
lords to their tenants. Regard- 
ing the development of the 
Colony, no new big works are 
being embarked upon during the 
coming year. The Government, 
very wisely in view of current 
conditions, intends ‘to confine 
activities under Public Works 
Extrnordinary to pushing on 
with projects ready in hand, 
notably the new Government 
Civil Hospital, the Central Brit- 
ish School, and the Shaukiwan 
Road. Construction of the new 
frnol at Stanley will, of course, 
he continued, but the cost of this 
undertaking is being met from 
loan funds and therefore does 
not affect the Budget at the 
moment. From the purely fin- 
ancial standpoint, the most seri- 
oux factor is the decline in re- 
venue recorded this yeur, the 
effects of which would have been 
felt to a far greater extent but 
for the fact that the high ex- 
change value-of the dollar has’ 
resulted in a big saving on ster- 
ling commitments, which were 
budgetted for on a basis of 1s. 
dd, to the dollar. For the com- 
ing year, a 1s, 8d. level has been 
chosen, and on this basis & de- 
fieit of nearly three millions is 
anticipnted. No-one can sayy 
however, what the average rate 


‘lor the dollar will be in 1936, 
i aithough-it-is hardly to-be anti- 


cipated thai it will fall below 
the level set.” So long-as: the 
Hongkong dollar remains un- 
stabilised,, so long will budget- 
ting be largely guess-work. ‘The 
final position at- the end of the 
year will, in the circumstances, 
largely depend on what happens 
to the dollar. [t is. suggested 
that if the dollar drops heavily

New York, Sept. 8. 

Charges of racial discrimina- 
tion by Germany in selection cof 
athletes for the 1936 Olympics 
were said to be groundless by 
Ernst Schmitz, member of the 
organizing committee for the 
Berlin games. . 

Schmitz haa been travelling around 
the United States and hus obtained 
much: valuable data on the past 
Olymple games held in Los Angeles 
in 1032, an well ax material on plans 
formulated in this country for the 
corhlng international competition. 

“Aq fav os [know there hax been 
no discrimination against Jewlsh 
nthictes on the part o German 
olympic officials,” Schmitz said. “At 
the present time Jewish — men and 
women have Instructors supplied by 
the atate to train them for the forth- 
coming Olympics.”

PUBLICITY 


It ix one of the Jaws of the Board 
of Control that no statement or report 
as Tegan the Test Mntches may be 
contributed to the Presa by any mem. 
ber of the Selection Committee until 
the end of that particular season in 
which the Committee is functioning. 
It wan presumably for thia reason 
that P. R Warner did not serve on 
the Committee in 1934 as he reported 
the ‘Test Matches,--I]_ think for the 
Morning Port. And the restriction 
gocs much further ax a condition tr 
Feu is made with every player 
Invited thnt they shall comply with 
the same restriction. ‘That, be it 
observed, does not include the reserves 
an the wording of the law runs “any 
match for which he ix relected and 
in which he plays.”

reading. And Tam not sure I agree 
with a dictum which I rend the other 
day oanent the “incident” on the 
Centre Court at Wimbledon. The 
writer considered that the innocent 
public were led astray by a long 
course of readings unsporting — news- 
paper matter, My own belief is that, 
possibly because now more people 
watch then play games, the generat 
public are not as a whole x0 sporting 
as they used to be. : 


THE FINANCES 


As I understand the matter, half of 
the gross takings at the Gate go to 
the visiting term and of the other 
half, after oll payments have, been 
made, including the remuneration of 
the pose. umpires and scorers, any 
protits ‘are nllocnted to the grounds 
on Which the Tests are played, to the 
Second Class counties who play in the 
Second Class Championship, and te 
the First Clans Counties and the 
M.C.C. The proportionate amounts 
nre thirty per cent, ten per cent. und 
sixty per cent. .It in a matter of 
common knowledge that in years when 
the Australians. visit England there

The remuneration to the personnel 
varies with the times, and also, of 
course, with the length of the Test 
Matches. I am not aware of the 
figures for this year but I am quite 
sure that the players will not receive 
ag much for the three days’ Tests as 
they did in 1934 for the Australian 
gumes which cut them out of two 
eounty matches. But there have also 
been ‘certain variations in the nmount

From the start, 
1 believe, the amatéur has been allow. 
ed first class railway fare and £2 0 
day for Sepensen Possibly before the 
war this Intter sum wastes as the 
cost of living was so much lower, 
But in 1933 the £2 wan cut down to 
thirty shillings a doy. It is interest- 
ing to note that this ix the suni_pay- 
able daily to members of the Selec.

matches, . 


THE UMPIRES AND SCORERS 


It is curious that so few people pay 
much attention to the Umpires, and 
senareely unyone bothers about the 
scorer, But both of these functions 
have to be discharged before you can 
play cricket at wl. Scorers have 
varied less than most people but have 
on the whole become less well paid, 
Until 1930 they got £7-10-0 per match, 
This was raised to £10 for the Aur- 
tralian visit of 1990, but dropped to 
£6 only for the next three yenrs, 
They got £10 ngain in 1934 and it 
would be interesting to know what 
they were paid for this season. The 
Umpires in 1926 got £18, but in 1928 
this dropped to £12, and recovered to 
£16 in 1920, In 1930 and 1934 it was 
£26, but in the three years between 
it reverted to £16. It appears rough- 
ly that the scale is £6 per day plus 
a little more for the strain of an 
Australian match. Umpires and 
scorers, like ‘the players, are allowed 
third class railway fares. The  ap- 
polntments of the umpires for ench 
nrticular test match haa been by 
allot since 1928.
